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INTRODUCTION. 


Ths ooinago ol Mysore may to eaid to fall naturally into the 
throe following diatmct diviaiona 

i. Those etnieh prior to the usurpatioa of UaldEir. 
iL Those issued under the Muhiminiadim rule, 
ill. Thoso stmok auheequunt to the overthrow of that power 
and the restitution of the Hindu line. 

Itogarding the coins in use during the first of these three 
periods hut very little is known. The earliest iaauOp known with 
nuj degree of eertointy to have heen that of a ruler of the pro- 
vitico^ is represented in the eoUeetion by No* 62| a ooin whioh was 
etruok by Kanthirova Narnsa Baja, of the Udaiyor dynasty, who 
reigned over Mysore in the first half ol the seventeenth eentury. 
This minute eoinp weighing hut from six to eight grains^ oorre- 
Epouded approximately with the fanomst of which large numhere 
were struek hy the Eurrounding princes and ohieltaiuej and was 
probably one of the earliest of that series which subsequently 
formed port of the recognirod system of the Hindus and of some 
of the European powers who struck coins m tho South of India; 
the * Canteroy * pagoda^ to one-tenth of which this fanam was 
equivalont, having been merely a nominal cMiiu* Alter this 
sovereign the history of the coinage of the country ia again buried 
in obscurity^ hut there can be no doubt but that for some time 
prior to Haidar^ the small copper coins hearing-on one side tho 
figure of a deity» an animal or a ^nareso numeral were those in 
common use. A large number of these copper piccoa bear the 
figure of an elephant^ sometimes alonop at others surmoimtod by a 
erescont mooUi and at othe)*s again by a sun and moon. Nothing 
isp howeverp known regardiug any issues in the more precioue 
metala. Probably^ as in most of the Hindu lines in Sonthem 
Indiop no diver coinage was at this early period in existonce. It 
is, howeverp well within the range of posaihility that the series of 
ceina commonly known aa the Gajapati pagoda and fanam were 
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in reality tha issues of tlia Mysore kings. While a fiorlated 
device here takes tbe place of the chequered reverse of the copper 
eenes^ the figure of the elephant agrees with the ohverae, and the 
same emblem appears to have held its place on' the eoins of the 
province with more or less frequency throughout all the throe 
periods into which, as we have aeen ohove, its monetary system 
aoeiDB to divide itself. The coins of tliia serias were attributed by 
Moor and Maraden to the Rajas of AnagTindi, by Sir Walter 
Elliot to the Kdngus or Oharas, and by %Tilson to the Qajapati 
princes of Orissa, hut from the fact that the elephant somewhat 
closely connects them with Mysore and that, while they oecui in 
comparatively large numbers in this province, they are of oon- 
eiderahle rarity elsewhere, it U as I Lave said by no means 
improhahlo that they originally hailed from the Mysore mint. It 
would, however perhaps, he hotter to postpone all notice ofooins 
of doubtful origin to find a place in a future catalogue of the less 
certain Usuos of contomporaneoue and neighbouring prinoes than 
to include them in one devoted eEdusively to the coins proper of 
the province. In the case of the oomjj bearing n Kanareee 
numeral on one side howover the same doubt does not erist. 
There cannot be a question but that these are purely issues of 
Mysore, thongh to what the numbers on them refer is at present 
unknown. Sir Walter Elliot attributes the series to Gb&ma Haja 
T,, and adds that hU specimens extend from one to thirty-two. 
During some yeare' scorching in the province and elsewhere, 
however, I have never procured or seeu any specimen hearing a 
higher numeral than thiriy-one, nor arc either the Government 
Museum at Alndras or elsewhere or any private collection I know 
of, in poseeasiou of any beyond this number. The coins represented 
in tbe collection by Nos. 1 to 5, bearing on one side a battle axe 
and on the other a tiger, were first attributed to Mysore by

The kings of the Udwjar dynasty, 
during the reigns of the last of whom the coini hearing Kftnarese

during whoso reign Haidar usurped the throno, with which event 
wo onter on the second or Muhammadan period- 

As far as is known Haidar struck but few ooina. His pagoda^ 
pagoda, and fanam boro on the obverse the mitial letter of 
Ms name (c)j while on the reverse he rotainod the figures of Siva 
and Parvati seated aide hy side, the former holding the tiisul and 
the latter the deer* This dovioe had been in use provioualy on 
the coins etnick by the Polygois of Ikkeri, and on his oonqnest 
of that part in 17d3 Maidor establiahed a mint at Nagar (suhsa- 
quently known as Seduur)i and there struck this coin, to which 
the name of ^^Oid Bahaduri pagoda" has been given. As 
Hawkes ^ in his qf Me C&im of Jfyaofvs remaxka : “ in 

process of time the dies wearing out, new ones were manufactured 
of precisely the same device, but with an inferior degree of skill," 
and of these No. 64 is a striking example. He is also said by 
the some author to have struck fanams at Caliouti which place he 
conquered in 1773 and held for some nine years. Xhis oom h 
said to bear date 1166 (A-H.), but no specimen in gold from 
this mintj earlier than Tipu'a tinier finds a place in the Mysore 
ooUoction. Haidar certainly struck a small h^f fanam, bearing

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on aide hh initud and on tUe other the Hijrah date* and it ia 
posfiible of ooniae that this ia the CaHeut mne to whicb Hawkea 
alludeg* though no miDt town is mentioned on the coin. During 
the latter years of hia reign he had in oirculation a limited num¬ 
ber of copper ^ polaabs" or xi cash pieoea with an elephant on 
the oh^erse and on the reverao the date and plaoe of mintage. 
Several also ooour devoid of dates (eonf. Nos, 138 to 144), manj 
of wbieh* from their style, may more probably be attributed to 
him than to his eon. No such issues oon however with any 
degree of certainty be erodited to the earlier years of his reigm 

Moor^ in his De^achm^nf^ meationa the 

faet that on hia cannon Tipn kaiUted the coat of arms of the 
English East India Company^ which consisted of a shield divided 
transversely into four portsi in each of which appears ono of the 
letters of the company*a monogram, v,e.i.c,, hut substituted for 
these those which went to form his father^a uame^ viz,, c ^ 
and guns bearing tHa device ore still sometimes met with in and 
around Seringapatam and Mysore, Neither he nor any other 
writeTj however, as for as I can leam^ mentions the oocuirenoo of 
any each devioe on either Tipu^s or hia father's coins. The small ^ 
copper issues of the period struck by the East India Company hear 
this device, and specimens occasionally occur, though very rarely, 
in whioh ono ortwo characters appear which look far more like the 
Persian letters in Haidar’s name than the ioitials of the East 
India Company. Dnfortunately, however, not ono has yet been 
found sufiSciently perfeot to enable one to speak with certainty. 
There can, however, ha little doubtp but that, ehould these oceur, 
both the corns and the marka on the ^'musquets and cannons ’’ 
were more prohahly the work of Haidar than of his sou, who was 
as peculiar for tho neatness and fine execution of his corns a$ his 
father was for his carelessness in this respect- 

Passing now to the coins of Tipu, we find at once far greater 
profuaion, Tarietyp and beauty combined with a number of irtno- 
vations in the names of pieces and their dates which for a long 
time perplcied tho student of numismatics. ^Wliereas hie father 
issued coins only in aooordanco with tho Hindu Hy&tem of pagoda 
and fanam, Tipu had in oireuJation a complete series of issues in 
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Mcordwiee with the mohuf and rupee system of thelluhaiiiinadiini 
as well In all of these, from his acoesaloii in i-H, 1197 till 1200, 
he followed the osual Hi]'rah system, wMoh dates from the flight of 
the prophet from Mecca, an event which took pla<je on' the fourth 
•day of the firot month of Etahi; and tUa according to the calculation 
of M. Caofiin de PeToeval was June 20thj i-D. 622, In the fifth 
year of his roign he ahandoned thia, the usual Muhammadan 
method of reckoning, which was in accordance with a lunar system 
and suhstitutod a solar one of his own inrontioii, to which ho ap¬ 
plied the name (Mfilfidi, or ns it should more properly 

bo called Maulfidi oa dating from the prophet's hi^h in A.D, 
671, the term being derived from the Arabic "ilaulud’',—bom). 
Hence the coins struck during A.H. 1201 bear the date 1215, 
the numerals being written from right to left instead of from left 
to right as usual. In 122+ he also introduced a fresh system by 
which each year had a distincUTc letter, the first being dlstin- 
guiehed by 1(4), the next by ^ (b), the third by (t) and so 
on occordiug to alphabetical order up to 1227 A.M., in which 
year he feU at the taking of Seringapatam. 

In his coins struck in accordance with the Miibammadnn type 
of mobur and rupee, he also changed the system of cyclic yeare 
known as the (ahjid) then in vogue, and substituted one 
of his own invention in which the toIub attributed to each letter 
was iu aocortknce with its position in the Persian alphabet, and 
to which ho therefore assigned the name (abtas) from the 
first four letters, the value of each being assigned as follows:

All the coins issued during TSpfi*fl reign nlflo bear the name 
of the mint town in which they were strucki tbougb m many 
instances fanciful titles apparently take the plaoe of the name by 
which the town h now commonly known. Thus ^ Cbendagal, a 
small vill^o on the outskirts of Seringapfttiwrfcp appears as IChnlii^ 
khahddj the mint of Fei^ Hissar, translated by Marsden '' in 
coAt^lio abuftdnntiw^^ Is applied to Gooty (P) ; the modem B^nur ia 
known by its older appoUation of Nagar! new Calicut appears m 
1 FaraiM* Parwar aa * Khirthadsh&d* Satyamajigalam a* Sal4- 
maMd, Seringapatam aa Patan or Pattan, the city par eicellenco, 
a title which cue still frequently hears applied to it. Calicut 
and Bangalore alone appear under the names by which they are 
now known, while Farskhab HifiSar/Naaarbir and Zafambid 
remain unrc^^gniza-hle among tbo names of modem towns in the 
province. 

Difloreut fonuB of Ijorders also adorn tho lEsuea of tho ToriouB 
miate. All Tipil’s gold and irilver coins we find simpoimded by a 
double lined oiKflo onoloaiDg a ring of dots wltb the exception of 
one or two Nokoraa uid Bupeca (oonf. No. 116, pi. ii.) which are

In 1709, at tho fall ol Sefingapatanip Tipo waa killed and the 
Hindu line in the person of Krishna Baja Udaiyar restored. 
Tho old form of pagoda, half pagoda, and fanamj bearing the 
flgUTOS of Siva andParvatip vras reintroduoed, Sri Krisliua Ilaja ** 
in Nagari character taking the place of Haidar^a initiaU A copper 
coin too, with tho Bame reverse bat with act olophant surmounted by 
the sun and moon on the ohvonse (Xo^ 285) was struck. A series 
of mpsee, half mpeoSp and quarter rupees were also put into circu¬ 
lation, in which the pattern of tho correspoudiug issues of the Eeist 
India Company was followed. Those (Nos. 256 to 277) were struck 
at Mysore iu the name of the reigning Miigbal Emperor Shah 
*Alani, but the dates on those appear utterly irreooncilablo^ On 
the obverse appears a year which one would naturally expect to 
follow the Ilijrah system, and on the reverse the or year of 
tho reigu, but these noither agifee with one another nor do the^^jV 
years fit in with either the reigns of the king w^ho struck them or of 
him in whose name they were struck^ For instance those of 1214 
havo theu*jW year 39 ^ those of 1221, 45 ; those of 1222, those 
of 1227* 95, a number iucompreheuaible in conneotion with the 
year of the raigu of any soveroign, A siuallor sot of silver 
GOins, known os the Chaniimdi series, consistiiig of a quarter rupee 
and half and quarter fannm was also struck, bearing on ono aide 
the dancing figure of Chamufidi. Qn the reveiae of the larger 
issue appears tho name of the ruling monarch in Persian, while 
on the two smaller oocur the words Maylli hanua ^^ iu Kana^
